They alsomay have 
once read something by me: a book, an 
article in a weekly, or a reprintin an arty 
journal. 


I hesitate to call myself even a low 


This is eill mere then | expected, having stated out 
with © past that was too unpleasant for sef 
confidence, yet not wretcned enough to give me the 
manic drive of a Barbera Streisand. A smallmeney 
circuit has slowly developed for people like me, ex 
rocke's, poets, and sobered up street punks who 
have logged in serious time learning iodo someting 
lust for the hell of it Promoters lke us because es 
long-time inhabitanis of pelookaile, we krow its 
not enough to just stand up and quietly read in @ 
monojone, but we're not as nosy or expansive 33a 
band or a real ceietriy 

In this circut, there is no clearly defined hierarchy. 
Occasionally we are paid $ 100.0f more fora reading 
in some toney, packed, gallery, but the next week 
wemay find ourselves as a throwaway opening ect, 
gamey plowng our material in front of @ few 
indifferent bares fer $6 or less. Rather than moving 
up, we sort of move out, performing in more and 
mote places, 

Post Paul Beatty and I were thriled to be selected 
te perform in Amsterdam, although | suspect Poul 
who won the Nuyaricon Pooky Siam and gete colago 
Giga, does a litle bitbetter than me on the average. | 
fet New York a day earlier than Fim so that | could 


work with my Dutch accompanist and be rested for 
ny frst show. Being rrostly unemployed and more 
than a litle margnal has freed up my schedule no 
fend, Nobody but my boytriend and the 10-year-old 
{it | ttor fortwo hours a week woul have noticed 
‘was gone, ifl hadn't told as many people as possible 
that I had an actual expenses paid gig in Europe. | 
tvied to sound as casual about it even though Id 
been thirking about it on and off for a sold yearn 
advance. 

‘On my fightoverto Arrsterdam ! got bounced up 
to Ambassador class, and sat nght near large gay 
‘guy from Mami who was going to do a balroom 
Sancingicabaret act win his ballerina partner at a 
frst css cub. He'd opened ‘or Diana Ross and 
‘Cher, and even as | obligngly snifed the container 
of Elizabeth Taylors Passion that he's bought et 
CGustoms, | could tel | wasrit that important in his 
scheme of things. He is a Showperson and | am an 
‘Act but with that out ofthe way we had an OK time 
knockng back Kalua, playing Gin Rummy, and 
watching Sister Act. “Have a nice lif!” ne gently 
hinted the minute the plane stopped on the runway 
s0 | carefuly distanced myseff rom the scented 
Cabaret star and his manager/coach as we waited 
for our luggage. 

| had packed the usual gear for gigs ~ chap 
books | hoped to sell, cassette tapes of my music 
for an accompanist to learn, make up, and stacks of 
Unpublished manuscripts that {always think | might 
read from but sellom do. When I did Smut Fests | 
also needed several changes of flimsy costumes, 
but Amsterdam was getting a frumpy Slowdryer. | 
was there to pedcle mysetf as a writer, but worried a 
Ittle over the extemely fatering black and white 
Erie Krell photo I'd sent. 

In the photo, | am mostly blonde, end my face 
slances over my neked shoulder with a worry freo 
pout that can hardly ever achieve ater six years of 
ling in New York. My heir s now @ mottied black, 
‘and my face is usually screwed up into a tense litte 
ball "Come hither" has been replaced by “go away’ 
[knew my hosts mght be @ litle surprised at now 
sloppy and tired I looked, but kept trying to cenvinco 
‘mysel that | was there as a writer so it didnt really

Eric, tall, handsome Dutch looking 22-year-old 
recognised me anyway, end he and his partner Sid 
Wwalted me to a small borrowed car as | chattered 
nervously, tying fo seem fun Eric had aready atked 
ime if | woulde't mind just staying at his apartment 
instead of a hotel.

Paul 
and | were taken to do another radio snow, where 
We were supposed to be interviewed and then read 
fon the ar We got sodas, but the Coca Cola tasted 
Aiferent than in America, and was slightly flat This 
time the DJ asked me if | thought rappers were 
poets, a question which | deferred to Paul 

“They say they're poets. | guess, those days, # 
yousay youre a poet you'e.a poet” Paul thoughtfully 
teplied. Then the DJ asked ime if| was ike Karen 
Finoy. 

"No," had to honestly reply. Just when | started 
scanning my material, wonderng what woud be 
best fo read on the air, a woman buzzed in and said, 
"Wie need the chairs,” which meant we wore kicked 
‘out and Paul and | didn't get to read aftar al. We 
went to a Literary cafe with Herbon and Eric, and 
waited for Bon to come and join us. | equemed 
‘around, trying to get fed. | remembered the French 
Fries with peanut sauce and mayonnaise Id had at 
‘a snack shop the night before, where an Egyptian 
‘worker had asked fl was American, Iwas interested 
‘in the way all the many cultures in Amsterdam 
seemed to resul in ifterent fastfood, and | wanted 
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to try all the snack food | could. | pulled out my litle 
tourist guide book, and looked for common Dutch 
snacks. 

“Broodgee. | want Broodgee,” | said to Eric, who 
looked confused. Tired and atl cranky, | felt newiy 
frustrated. Where was the damn snack food, and 
why was everything moving so slow. Finally Ben 
came, and took us to an Italian restaurant. What 
would Dutch people know about Italian food 
‘compared tothe italian food in New York, Iwondered 
briefly, before remembering that Italy is in Europe. 
The food was great, and Ben took us to his Artists 
Club, a large second storey room with a bar, a pool 
table, and several small tables to sit around and 
talk. | hinted that Herbon was playing piano too

the damn songs, and set about kiling the five hours 
before showtime. Paul, who's normaly quet, started 
Joking wit the workers in the cafe secton ofthe

Steven did a nice, smooth, sax solo | didn't get to 
see their whole act because two guys from a cable 
show came and video taped Paul and | giving our 
opinions and reading, and then the woman from the 
TV came with a colleague, and they sat there across 
from me backstage while | tred desperately to act 
more lixeable 

| weat to an Artists Party in a warehouse ater the 
gig. It was sort of annoying. Paul showed up later 
and then left at four am to wak around a litle One 
of his new friends turned to me, and said, “There 
can't possibly be a market for what you do n New 
York!" It was on the last legs of any attempt at 
casual friendliness, so Eric took me back to his 
place, and told his roommate, Chris, to take care o 
me when | woke up. By this time I had graduates 
from imtable to being difficult,

Leonard Cohen uses the tacky glamour 
of junk. Lou Reed closes “in on death” as “the smack begins to flow” in Rock's most 
celebrated hymn to ‘Heroin’. And Jesus and Mary Chain's ‘Some Candy Talking 
squats in an identical subterranean milieu of fine white powder and the ache of 
unfulfilled need. 


High profile users and substance abusers? We name the guilty men. 


ToBurroughs, junk dependency and ts supply is. Graduating to LSD he links seamlessly with 


metaphor for contre, alienation, power, frightful psychedelic ht-man Timothy Leary’s day-olo crusade 
poetry and visions of truth. A viral infecton only to tum on, tune in and drop out America. Huxley's 
partialy rapped in print, and impossiole to visualise The Doors of Perception (1954) beth arrows 
fon celluloid.

Liverpoo! horrer writer, Ramsey Campbel, catches 
the drugs demimonde witn an experienced eye, trom 
the doper no-hoper conversations to the compulsive 
cross-cty quests for fresh blow, the lethorgy, and 
that stage where your wnole life revolves around the 
point of scoring.

atthew Samuel Smith is a filmmaker working in Super-8 and, on occasion, 

video. His filmography opens in 1982 with THE BUTCHER IS LOOSE. Having 

seen several of his later pictures, it would be fair to suggest that the film is 
Probably about a butcher. And he's loose. Together with the following year’s Hono 
Kons Connections - which concerns the trafficking of narcotics — here lies the basis 
of all subsequent M.S.S. pictures. Drugs and killers. Killers and drugs. (And Satanism. 


Operating from Florida, Smith oversees all aspects 
of his tow-budget productions. With his brother, 
Johnny, working together as The Stardust Plantation 
he co-produces the musical soundtracks His cast 
‘are rade up of friends and passer-by who, for the 
‘most part, make no pretence tobe acting, The result 
is pretty bizarre. Not necessarily good, more on a 
different piane of consciousness. The sarre can be 
said of Matthew himself attuned, ashe so clams, to 
‘a metaphysical awareness. He also usod to be a DJ 
in @ nude dancing club, and got into trouble during 
the making of several of his pictures. More resenty, 
Matthew kept this author in a temperete siate of 
Confusion with letters relaing to how friends of his.

{9 it appeared in Headpress. Confusion because

de Sade presented to the world by Juliette or Les 120 journées de Sodome. Did the 
very theatricality of Aldapuerta’s imitation make him less like his idol, or more? De 
Sade, after all, saw himself as a playwright as much as he saw himself as a novelist 
of philosophe, and might have been as well pleased by a disciple who looked to his 
works for instruction in effect as by one who looked to them for instruction in sex- 


crime.

His father was a right-wing political journalist 

mother a housewife who had enjoyed some fame 
during the 1940s as the writer of sentimental, even 
treacyy, verse in a number of Spanish women's 
‘magazines. He was the third of eight chidren. His 
‘eartest recorded ambition, lovingly recorded by his 
mother in letters to her elder sister, a nun, was to be 


‘a priest, and he was by all accounts a quiet, studious 
‘and unusually pious itle boy. By all accounts, that 
is, but his own: Alsapuerta's own memories of his 
Childhood seem to differ considerably from those of 
his family, relatives and early friends, The number of 
‘small animals, wid and domestic, he ciaims to have 
tortured to death, for example, seems likely to have 
attracted attention even in a country as notoriously 
3s in such matters a8 Spain and even gwen 
the enormous cunning he said he exercised in 
concealing his “ite sins",' Somewhat more creaible 
his claim to have “wiped my seemingly o-s0- 
innocent arse" on lite but the pages of Breviaries 
and old Bibles during Lent. though even here he is 
perhaps joking, perhaps exaggerating, perhaps lying 
Most credible of alls undoubtedly his claim to have 
been introduced to the Marquis de Sade at the age 
of 13 the circumstances of this introduction are 
uncertain, however. Many incidents in Aldapuerta's 
fe exist in more than one version, and this is no 
exception, for there are certainly at least two 
references to @ first encounter with de Sade among 
the charred iterary fragments found with Aldapuerta’s 
body after his suicide, and each seems incompatible 
with the other and with a third, fly extant version 
published in an introducton Aldapuerta wrote to a 
‘samzdat edition of Justine published under Franco. 
cording to this, his introduction to de Sade 
came about through an arrangement he had forged 
with an old bookseller, a retired priest, who had a 
shop near Franco's Presidential Palace in Madrid's 
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Royal Quarter. The bookseller had “the run of my 
arse’, Aldapuerta ‘the run of his shelves", which 
included a large collection of smuggled pomography. 
Again, how is this siory to be taken? Invention, 
exaggeration, or truth? What is reasonably certain 
that by his early teens Aldapuerta was acquiing an 
Impressive knowledge of the great works of European 
Pomograpty, de Sade's prominent amongst them 
That this should be by male prostitution chimes @ 
little too well with Aldapuerta’s desire to shock, yet 
other means seem equally imorobeble. During 
Franco's reign pornografia was boin strictly forbidden 
‘and widely defined: s in modem Islamic states, 
teams of offical censors trawied through imported 
newspapers end magazines, inking oF cutthg out 
‘swim-wear features and underwear advertisements. 
Pomegraphy was certainly smuggled into the 
‘country, but itis diffcut to imagine how a teenaged 
boy without very much money managed to obtain 
any of it. Sex with an elderly and soomingly 
respectable bookseller is a possible means, but 2 
debatable one: again, deciphermant of the diavios 
‘may resolve the question, 

However obtaned, de Sade was a revelation - 
‘almost a Revelation. Aldapuerta would later write: "| 
hhad enjoyed both pain and sex separately before 
thattime. Pain for others, sex for myself. The idea of 
‘combining the two had not truly occurred to me. | 
was introduced to anew philosophy, a new way of 
seeing the world, a new religon even” 

“The de Sade texts he one by one collected and 
hhid behind a prie-cieu in the bedroom he shared 
with an elder brother were in Frencn. He nad aways: 
found the language easy, butnever interesting trom 
that pont onwards, i became a sacred language to 
him, He would later learn English but, he claimed, 
out of commercial and literary necessity, not out of 
love. Adapting the words of Emperor Charles V, he 
‘made a character in one of his early imitations of de 
Sade say; “I would speak French to the besutful 
young girl | was flogging to desth in a pine-forest, 
‘Spanish to a femiiar catamite; English to the dry 
twatted olé nun | was choking to death in a tough of 
shi.” Fame end wealth could be achieved in English, 
but one could only be certain of one's art fone were 
‘accepted in French. 

‘Shortly after Aldapuerta had added a fth volume 
= Lee Mahhours du Vertu ~ to his collection of de 
‘Sade, he lost his heterosexual virginity. By his own 
‘account, he had been the bookseler-prists calamte 
for almest a year and by then even the fact that de 
Sade had advocated passive as well as active 
sodomy had not prevented his becoming very bored: 
“The dimensions of my priest's: member were truly 
Christian in their humility. Here was no super-nard, 
super-enormaus engine of Sadean fantasy. | was 
bored with it, wth him, with always being the vessel 
in which pleasure was mixed ratner than the peste 
that mixed it” One weekend, attending @ bull-ight, 


he was given an invitation to explore new interes 
The true possibilities of tauromacty hed dee, 
‘exposed fo him by his recent reading and it was noy 
his custom to masturbate dunng the biocdier stages 
of the corria: he had learnt how to adus the 
‘suspenders of his trousers in such a way asto aloy 
hands-free penile stimulation. By moving backwards 
‘and forwards in his seat and jumping up ard coun, 
‘on the spot, he “could generally arrange for wo 
three climaxes during the course of a show - my 
‘cies of ecstasy could not be dstinguished in kind 
from those of the crowd around me’ 

‘Or not, he went on to say, by everyone. As ne 
was leaving the corrida with his family, @ note was 
pushed ino his hand ~ the pressure of the crow 
‘Was to intense for him to cee by whom. Ae coon at 
hhe was by himself in a lavatory cuticle of a noarby 
bar, “cleaning up", he read the ncte. On it in af 
“intensely, even grotesquely, femiine hand wove 
written a name and adcress. the former obvious) 
false, the latter that of an apartment in a slumdistne: 
‘of Madrid. That weekend, instead of going to see 
the bookselle-priest, he went tothe address onthe 
rote 

He would never reveal the entity ofthe woman 
the found waitng for him there, claiming that she nad 
‘bound him with strict oaths never to do s0. This is 
unlikely. Aldapuerta was not one to miss the 
‘opportunity of breaking a promse wien he was 
safely able, and we are enttled to suspect that 
concealing the woman's identity was simpy a means 
of ensuring that the very probable exaggerations 
‘and embelishiments oftheir relatinsnip woulc never 
‘be exposed. He claimed, for example, hai sie was 
Of aristocratic blood ard moved in cicies “not whaly 
Lnacquainted wilh the holy presence ofthe Causilo 
Ithe Leader, ie. France}". She was also of 
‘extreordinary ugliness" anda convinced and exert 
passive practioner ofthe Sadean arte" Adapuerta 
tole us that her previous levers had aways in he 
fend tred of the exorbitant demands she made on 
them to infic! pain on her, and adsed, dovbtess 
more than a litte tonguo-in-cheok, that she was 
missing four toes, the itle finger af her lefthard 2nd 
the earlobe of her left ear, and had several fase 
teeth and an artificial left eye, all as a result of 
tortures and beatings inficted on and eagetiy 
accepted by her. “Itwas her greatest ambition tobe 
decapitated in the throes of the venerean act, butas, 
often as she tried to persuade me into asssting "er 
in this ambltion’s realization, so often | refuses — or 
purely sesh reasons. She was too valuable ome 
to lose, and there was aways the danger that the 
clever scheme she had worked out for disposal of 
her own body would misfire, and | would be charges 
with murder.” 

Their relationship lasted three yews, ending 
Algapuerta claims, when the women maraged to 
hire a lesbian prostitute to fulfil ner “grestost 
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mbiion’, and was decapitated "in mid-<ldofcation” 
‘Adapuerta at first said he knew ncthing ofthe death 
{nbl aftr it occurred; later he would write several 
recounts, progressively more detailed and 
tleodcurdling, of how he witnessed it from 
encealment somewhere in the room in which it 
(eeuted. blood-stained handkerchief that he would 
{ometimes produce when he was drunk had been 
“pped, te said, in the blood flowing from the 
omens neck stump when the prostitule left, but 
tis was eniy one of several stories he wove around 
the handterchief* Something he said and wrote 
fom the very beginning, and which certainly rings 
‘eis that he went on to bankrupt the "excessively 
'emunerated puta [whore] by blackmailing her. That 
he was Dackmaling her for decapitating a client 
reed not be accepted by the cautious biographer: 
her esbianism would have been more than sufficient 
Under the laws of Franco's regime.* 

‘Adapuerta added that he used the money to 
france the debauchery into which he had plunged 
since becoming a medical student. This choice of 
profession is not so very unusual for a would-be 
\witer~ Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, Somerset Maugham, 
‘JG. Ballard and A.J. Cronin all rained and in some 
‘cases worked as doctors before turning to literature 
“put Aldapuerta liked 10 claim that he had been

‘The theme of necrophila surfaces not infrequently 
‘elsewhere in his work, most centrally n his short- 
short-story “Indochine”, which describes an American 
soldier having sex with the corpse of a young 
Vietnamese prostitute: 


In the afterseathe of orgasm he would let his full 
weight settle ento the corpse, absorbing its shape 
imo the bare Nesh ofhis chest. Semetimeshis weight 
‘would force ox ai fom the lungs or fluid from the 
anus with lite soft noises. His penis would stay 
hard and fat inside the vagina, and come fee, when 
he wanted to roll the corpse over [for anal 
intercourse], with a pop of released pressure. 


Is this description based on imagination or actual 
‘experience? If the latter, the experience need not 
have been his own, of course, and in any case 
‘Aldapverta's stories and anecdotes often remind one 
fof the comment passed ty Oscar Wilde on 
‘Swinburne: “[he] was a braggart in matters of vice, 
‘who had done everything he could to convince his 
fellow citizens of his homosexuality and bestiality, 
without being in the sightest degree a homosexual 
(ora bestializer.” 

Aidapuerta did not complete his medical degree, 
leaving the most famous of Madrid's medical colleges 
after two years to go overseas. As so often with his 
departures from and returns to Spain, and so 
seemingly uncharacteristically, Aldapuerta gives no 
reason for this move. Indeed, he speaks ver tle of 
his time overseas, and the obvious conclusion would 
’be that he didnot wish to atractattertion to the fact, 
that he spent years out of Spain. Ac already 
mentioned, he Is known to have lived in Latin 
‘America, Morocco, Thailand and the Philippines, his 
time in the fist-named certainly takng in Mexico, 
Venezuela, Chile and Ecuador, and probably also 
Paraguay and Brazil He is also almost certain to 
have travelled more widely in Europe tran is 
presently known, butthe ease and speed with which 
he could reach destinations there andretum to Spain

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Its in these lacunae ard his reluctance to talk 
abouthis ime overseas thatthere does seem defnite 
indication either of crme or of some acivity that 
Aldapuerta did not see as reflecting well on his 
chosen persona as disciple of the “nefandous 
Marquis". Tho likeliest candidate for the former is 
‘smuggling, of either drugs or pomogrepy, or bth; 
there are two candidates forthe ater some form of 
charty work for a Catholic missionary organization 
‘or work on tehal of the CIA. Possbly both. The 
boldest solution might be to take these anttheses 
and synthesize, portraying Aldapueria as a rug- 
and.pornography-smuggiing charity worker spying 
for the CIA, or as someone who did all of these 
things at various ties, separately and several 

‘The boldest solution, yes ~ but also the most 
‘absurd. My personal opiionis that Alcapueria spent 
{ime overseas primary for criminal reasons, though 
this did not necessaniy prevent him from carving 
one or both of the other two actives ascribed to 
him If, however, ne had only carried out work for 
charity or the CIA, what was to stop tim rom 
Pretending aier that he had used this as acover for 
‘ntl diferent activites? Teng es abou his time 
overseas would not land him in. gaol, atracting 
attention otf he really was comming crmes very 
Well might. Or was not drawing attenton t his time 
overseas a perverse ~ a sublly Sadean - way of 
doing exactly that? Was he, by érawing attention to 
himself by not drawing attention fo himself, trying to 
indicate that there was nothing for the authorties to 
be interested in? Was he carrying out a double, or 
‘even a tiple or quadruple blut? Specuieton could 
very well go on forever. 

However, the chrorology of his overseas nips 
would seem fo ft wel with the hypothesis that he 
was engaged in smugging. Under Franco, the most 
lucrative and readily d'sposable contraband would 
have been pornography. Aldapuerta was in Sparish- 
speaking Latin America in 1969 and 1971-2. ard in 
Morocco, which has a long history of Spanish 
influence, in 1973 and 1075. After Franco's death in 
1975 pornography was legalized and drug-smugging 
became far more potable. Sure enough, Adapuerta 
begins to travel to Thalland and the Philippines in 
the late-severties and mid-eighties, end though he 
‘continued to visit Morocco and Latin America after 
41975, he did so less often and for shorter periods of 
time 

But a $0 often in discussing Aldapuerta's io, a 
biographer has to conclude that only decipherment 
cof his diaries is likely to provide a definitive answer. 
‘After his departure from mecical school, Aldapuerta 
isappears into a biographical fog from which he 
femerges only ccasionaly, and rarely with any clnty. 
We can be certain of his whereaouts for months at 
a tine, itis tre, but this is because for months at a 
time he was in gacl, both during Franco's reign and 


after, and almost always for petty theft. Claims in 
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cone biographical sketch* that Aldapuerta was 
imprisoned three times for drug-smuggling are now 
known to have been an inflation of one three-menth 
sentence in 1981 for drunken brawling and 
possession of a quantity of mariuana too large for 
personal use. The second half of the cherge was 
‘dropped and Aldapuerta receved compensation from 
the police aftr it was discovered the marijuana had 
been planted on him by a corrupt officer 

‘Adapuerta s also inrocent of the crarge, leveled 
at him by a feminist group in Sevile who were trying 
to chse down a pornographic bookshop seling his 
work," thet he spenttimein prison forindecert assault 
and rape. This charge seems to have been based 
‘on fis precipitate departure from Ecusdor in 1976, 
When he was being sought by the police after a 
‘Spaniard matching his description deat up two 
prostitutes in a backstreet brothel and left without 
paying the madame. Aldapuerte's version of the 
incident is thathe had paid in advance to be allowed 
to whip one prostitute who specialized in playing 
‘masochistic roles, and that the charge had been 
trumped up against him by the brothel's madame 
after obscene verses about her were found screwed 
‘on the wall of an upstairs lavatory. Aldapuerta dened 
‘that the verses were his, DUt this denal has 10 be 
weighed against the fact that he also complained of 
being cheated by the madame, who had promised a 
“exquisite sik-skinned mestizo virgin” and dslvered 
instead a “boss-eyed cione of at least 40, with an 
are lke crocodile eather 

‘Amost certainly in imitation of de Sade, Aldapuerta 
cultivated disdain for and sometimes active disike 
of prostitutes; unlike de Sade, he never had to spend 
time in prison because of them. From whet cen be 
learned from cell-mates and guards, he was 2 model 
prisoner who tried to avoid trouble and serve nis 
Sentencewithaut atracting undue attention. The gap 
between this and those few of his stories to be setin 
prison, all among the most lurid and brutalisticos of 
his work, would seem unbridgeably wide were i ot 
for the fact first, that Aldapuerta seems to have 
been well able, when he chose, to have his cake 
land eat itand second, tat trouble generally seems 
to have accompanied him i prison without exer 
actually involving him, at least to the watchful but 
‘ot infallible eye of authority 

In this instance, Aldapuerta may well have taken 
leaf from de Sade's book and decides not fol 
it’ M le Six was a very troublesome prisoner and 
suffered because of it. Adapuerta may have bee? 
just as eager to tweak the nose of authonty, but 
Father more inclined to let someone else do the 
tweaking for him. A word at the right time in the 
‘wrong eer, or at the wrong time in the right ear 
‘could easily have done that for him in the febrile and 
spasmodcally violent setting of a Spanish prison, 
‘and Aldapuerta, who imitated de Sado'e snobbery 
‘along with his misopomny, may very likey have 
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somed on his fellow prisoners to spark trouble or 
pet for hime. 
‘Tat he was finally careless in doing so is one 
for the fact that he broke off his final 
sentence to travel straight into hospital, where 
fe spent three weeks recovering from a savage 
teaing administered to him by the three men who 
fad shared his cell. He was by then almost 37, 
rosty disowned by his relatives, struggling with 
seoholsm , and no nearer achieving the bterary 
fame for which he longed. After he let hospital he 
eriers his “English longueur. his own term forthe 
gered in which he made serious attempts to master 
English and translate some of his work into the 
language, Pubication of The Eyes, the only book by 
‘Mtapuerta ever made available in English, dates 
from his period, and the realizaton that he was not 
‘ely to See a return on the money he spent on selt- 
publshing it seems to have precipitated his final 
deine 


Devoted to Baudelaire and the French decadent 
tal so very much less than he was devoted to de 
Sade, Adapuerta had always been a dnnker of 
absnihe, and Spain is one of the few countries in 
the word where absinthe is both legal and forty 
casiy avalabe, After the falure of The Eyes, he 
seems 10 have dedicated his remaining funds to 
‘inking bimselt ether to death oF ito a lunatic 
asylum with (wormwood, the chiet constivent of 
absinbe, progressively destroys cerebral functon). 
Ws dscovery after several months that his supplier 
had been cheating him by passing off something 
fayouted with a spurious wormwood extract as 
Atsinto was the last straw in Spanish, rather more 
appositely perhaps, la vita goto "the last drop” 
tnatoverfows the cup. 

He spent the last few weeks of his ite gathering 
together his manuscripts and such of his sell 
‘bished books and pamphlets as he could sil find 
‘radical bookshops and porn-empora in Madi 
‘14 stacking them around the edge ot hes bed “lam 
Spending my last pesetas on a tn of pelt. he 
olen accusation to his family He certainly Bought 
2 tn of petro, though that this was with his last 
petolas is known to be false: one of the legible 
decuments retieved from the impending holocaust 
was abank-book showing that his balance was stil 
fay beat. Inthe ight of this the fact that he was, 
three weeks overdue on his rent seems to have 
been a deiberate attempt to create an appropriate 
simogphere for his departure to la més af ~ “the 
beyone. 


‘On March 11th or 12th, 1987, Aldapuerta poured 
eto over himself from the tin, climbed between the 
bles of paper on his bed, lay down, and set fire to 
‘mse probably by ightng a final cigarette * Papers 
backed together in large quantities often display an 
{astonishing resistance to fire, but itis probable that 
‘uch less of his. unpublished work would have 


survived had it not been for the explosion of the stil 
‘mosty ful in of petrol beside the bed, which threw 
Aldapuerta's corpse onto the floor and quantities of 
his manuscripts through an open window into the 
‘veel, amongst them al bt one of the six or seven 
books of his diaries. 

Fortunately forthe landlord and other residents of 
the house, the fre was put out quickly once the fre 
brigade arrived. The way in which the room was. 
Cleared afterwards, with Aldapuerta’s corpse bundled 
together withthe ashes that surounded itand carted 
off fora perfunctory burial is probably the source of 
the rumour that Aidapuerta’s worst stories were 
buried with him, and the rumour itself was probably 
the motivation for the two known attempts by 
unknown partes to dig up his coffin. Today, ater an 
offeial exhumation and re-bural, the location of 
Aldapuerta's grave is known only to his family, who 
have done all they can to deny his siowly 
strengthening cut a focus of worship 

Perhaps their wishes have coincided with 
‘Addapuerta’s. The way in which he tried to ensure 
that as much as possible of his work would 
accompany him into blackened ruin might seem to 
‘suggest that he too had sickened ofthe literary path 
he had striven to follow. As s0 often for Aldapuerta 


may have been trying to draw attention to 
‘published work by burning it with the body of its 
‘creator and, by destroying as much of it as he could, 
to increase its ranty and cachet and perhaps bring 


If So, then he succeeded ~ to some extent. It is 
almost certainly tre that Aldapuerta is better known 
‘nowadays than he was during his lifetime, which is 
to say that heis ite known in the Spanish-speaking 
‘world, ess known in the French, and almost unknown 
in the English. The future, however, promises him a 
‘more substantial portion of the fame he craved, for it 
‘seems that obsesionismo, the school of iterature he 
founded and for nearly a decade has been the sole 
‘exemplar of, is beginning to attract disciples in Latin 
‘America, particulanly in Venezuela and Paraguay 
Odsessionism is, in Aidapuerta's words, “part 
philosophy, part iterary technique, part system of 
magic”. He believed that to achieve effect, a writer 
hhad to cultivate his obsessions ("the contingent 
fascinations forced upon him by experience, the 
‘exquisitely tender wounds carved into his psyche by 
lf) and present them in his work as powerfully and 
‘as mysteriously as he could (‘mystery” in this system 
hhas a technical meaning derived from Aldapuerta's 
‘adaptation of the technical meaning given to it by 
‘Spanish mystics). Ifa writer had no obsessions, of 
had temporarily exhausted them, he was to set out 
deliberately to create fresh ones within himself 
Aldapuerta was quite serious in this advice. He 
‘vided his own obsessions into naturales and 
artficiales, the former, which included decapitation, 
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‘anthropophagy, and the smell of petrol, having been 
“naturally” acquired by him in the process of growing 
Up and living, the latter, which included female urine, 
primitive jet aircraft. and Hiroshima, “articially’ 
{grafted onto his psyche by a deliterate technique of 
meditation and masturbation, Perverting a divinatory 
system caled sortes Biblicae, in which divine advice 
's sought by opening the Bible at random and reading 
the first verse to Strke the eye, he would open 
volumes of Kraff-Ebbing or Havelock Elis at random 
and consciously set out to acquire the perversion of 
‘etish described on the left-hand page. 

‘Some he would be unable to acquire; others would 
form the themes of some of the most powerful of his 
stories. Presented in the right way, he believed, an 
‘obsession would be absorbed by the mind of a reader 
whether ornot that reader wishedit. The “ight way” 
included certain linguistic effects, amongst them a 
seemingly haphazard use of capitals. These effects 
were based on an alphabetic numerology Aldapuerta 
had devised fram what almost all commentators have 
seen as a neurosis of the Marquis de Sade, who 
had obsessively examined the letters he received 
while in prison for the clues he believed they 
contained to when he would be released (he would 
count characters, make calculations based on the 
\ates letters were sent, and so on) 

‘Aldapuerta believed that this Sadean obsession, 
far from being an incipient form of madness, had 
‘captured @ hidden tuft about witten and spoken 
language: that each contains an immensely powerful 
rhythmic potential, party drawn upon in poetry at a 
conscious level but almost entirely neglected in prose 
ata conscious level. It was not merely @ phonetic 
phenomenon, but also, as de Sade had divined, an 
alphabetic, with the number of times capital letters 
(for example) appeared in a sentence exercising 
definite effects on the mind of the reader. By 
arranging and organizing sentences and letters in 
Certain ways, and when necessary violating the trict 
‘canons of grammar and orthography, a writer could 
‘marry these effects to the theme ofa story in such a 
way as to ‘write his will” into a reader's mind 
Aljapuerta sometimes said that the only reason he 
‘was unable to write a story that would iterally drive 
those who read it insane was that he himself would 
hhave become insane during its composition. 

‘Such effects are obviously dependent to a great 
extent on the language in which they are pursued, 

‘and Aldapuerta's desire i ensure that they survived 
{ransiation is believed to nave been why he himself 
undertook the translation of The Eyes into English 
‘and also why the English of this translation often 
‘seems somewhat odder than Aldapuerta's admitiedly 
limted expertise in English would lead one to expect 

Some have questioned the seriousness of 
Alcapuerta's intent in the claims he made for his 
literary system, but there is no doubt that he was 
fascinated — “obsessed” (obsoso) ~ by hidden 


‘meaning and the subconscious effects of language 
in all its aspects, including script. The most 
immediately obvious example of his obsession wth 
the last s his diaries, which he wrote in a sero hat 
has stil tobe deciphered. As far as is known, was 
invented by Aldapuerta: attempts to link i to such 
things as the “Enochian” script of the Elizabethan 
magus Join Dee have failed," and it seems likely 
that more mundane cryptographic techniques wil 
bbe more fruitful. Those who have attempted the task 
(of decipherment so far (and that includes almost ai 
of those few to have seen the scrit) are agreed that 
the language it conceals is probably not Spanisn 
which, ike English, frequently uses short words -e) 
Ia, los, las, de, en, 2, y ~ that would be teadiy 
‘apparent in even short passages of disguisea 
Spanish. They are notreadily apparent in the pages 
of Aldapuerta's diaries, and so unless he was 
‘disguising them in some way or employing a form of 
telegraphese, the language he is using ¢ not 
‘Spanish. Besides a typical Eurcpean litérctours 
‘competency in French, English, Latin, Greek ang 
German, Aldapuerta is known to have been 
reasonably fluentin Arabic and Tagalog (a language 
‘of the Philippines) anc is believed to have at east 
‘studied Quechua (a group of languages spoten in 
‘South America). If one of or an admixture ofthese 
languages lies behind the script, deciphernent 
Cannot be indefinitely postponed; if, as has been 
Suggested, not merely the script but also the 
language was of Aldzpuerta's own invention, we 
‘may never unlock their secrets 

This latter possibilty, fotunatey enough, dicut 
to sustain in face of tho fact that Aldapuerta incuded 
the diaries n the holocaust he planned around his 
‘suicide. One, indeed, was found clasped in thearms 
of his corpse, as though to make doubly sure of ts 
incineration ironically enough, it was protected by 
being held against his body and though its rages 
were stained by molten fat, itis the least damages 
by fire of the six or seven known to have been 
‘amongst his papers (at least two are now missing) 
If Aldapuerta had believed the diaries to be 
indecipherable, he would surely not have wished 
them destroyed, Surely? Well, pertaps not. Nothing 
is yet sure about Aldapuerta’s motivations o life. the 
‘aries offer pernaps the best chance of discovering 
the truth about a writer for whom truth was alvays 
far less important than theatrical effect, personal 
pleasure, and sexual obsession. The truth about 
him, if it sill exists, may never be Known, but 
‘Aldapuerta’s unique vision of horror and philosophy 
of literature will surely ive on, though whether this 
to be in the hearts and minds of a handful of devetees 
rin the heats and minds of milions ony the coming 
millennium wil reveal

ferhaps the press reaction to the 

video release Executions was 

something to be expected. So too 
the political response. It is amusingly 
onic that politicians and religiously 
inspired campaigners censure the video 
which is itself a catalogue of politically 
and religiously inspired killings. Perhaps 
that aspect is what they fear most. 
Executions is a valid document, it is a 
view of reality the politicians would 
prefer to censor from the public. With 
harrowing images backed up by equally 
distressing statistics it is as shocking 
and disturbing as it should be. 


One can only assume, after viewing the 
documentary, that those accusing tof sensationalism 
‘and explottation could not possibly have seen the 
film. Again, this is typical Polticans are all too aware 
of the ease of gaining public exposure if they 
condemn a video, and, in general, that is the raison 
diétro for their claims of moral effrontery. For the 
most part, the general public fail to identify the 
Cunning such a disposition shows up. The people 
who castigate the video and not the horrific 
executions it depicts are fundamentally immoral. So 
detached from reality are they that they perceive the 
fediting-logetner of scenes onto videotape a far 
{greater violation of morality than the systematic kiling 
of people. 

The People, under the pre-emptive heading 
STORM OVER REAL-LIFE EXECUTIONS ON 
VIDEO, June 4th, reported thatthe fim included the 
execution of Nick Ingram who died in the electric 
chair in Georgia. This claim isn't rue and reveals 
that the reporter was commenting on something he 
hadn't even seen. Perhaps the Implication that i 


‘showed the execution of a Briton was to generate 
public distaste and distress Ingram’ patents Al 
time of the report the video had yet to reach the 
High Street. The documentary was with the BBFC 
for certification, therefore there was no ‘storm’ of 
protest as the heading asserted. The piece was 
Intended to be the catalyst of an outery, to provoke 3 
storm. Unfortunately for the paper the outrage ang 
protest it hoped for was only espoused by a few 

Mary Whitehouse, that antediluvian crusader for 
insipidness, sad of Executions, "Video films suen 
1a this are a danger to society because they cause 
increased violerce and lawlessness " Such a farcical 
land erroneous comment is characteristic of the 
redundant campaigner who's philosophy is foundeg 
(on misinformation and lies. Had she been speaking 
of the Bible or any other intrinsic religious tome 
however, the statement would be factually correct if 
‘Whitehouse had viewed the video, what would she 
have thought of the brief sequence filmed by in 
former Yugosiavia where the camera reveals the 
camage in a torture laboratory? The commentator 
informs that the victims (tortured with power-tao 
and most with the tops of their heads smashed 
with sledge-hammers) were either Christians or 
Mustims, twas impossible to tell The statement, of 
course, suggests that the torturers were likewise 
either Christians or Muslims. Would Whitel‘use 
speak out about the evil nature of Christians i they 
‘were shown to be the perpetrators? The answer is 
probably no. But she says of those who simply wan 
the right to view the documentary, ".. basicaly they 
really ae sick" 

‘AS the subject of executions was topical, MP 
Nigel Evans clung on to the publicity band wago 
when he learned Channel 4 planned to screen a 
season of death penalty related programmes. Evans 
‘even had the etfrontery to suggest Michael Grade 
head of Channel 4, should resign because of 


«ecson. Typical ofa political hypocrite, he claimed 
‘oncem for youngsters "who Could find real scenes 
executors extremely disturbing” What is quite 
ssonshing with Evans’ apparent revulsion of the 
jrcess of execution is that he is an enthusiastic 
‘decal of the legalised kiling of human beings

hand, and support this very barbanty on the others 
cograte olan Brady criticising parents for spanking

‘Gaham Bright and David Aiton, Bright was the fest 
'psee the benefits of attacking video and gained 
trelatenton ater he instigated the Bright Ballin the 
10s. Aton descended tothe gutter by exploiting 
the shocking murder of toddler James Bulger and 
‘xhieved ephemeral national fame, and, of course, 
‘wtenion of his parliamentary seat Seeing an 
‘ppotunty to get his name back in the papers and 
fromete his “family values” status, Alton said, “tim 
‘gpaled that they might sell this, WH Smith use ito 
tea famdy store.” The man must not be aware that 
fer the past 20 years WH Smith have been seling 
testseling fiction, such as The Fog, that depicts a 
saedophie indulging in orgiastic sex with schoolboys 
‘ete they ehop off his erect penis with garden 
shears, 

‘The negative press coverage prompted the 
taming ofthe video from the shelves of WH Smith 
td John Menzies. Although John Menzies waited 
atl they had sold all their stock and WH Smith's 
ad only removed it from the shelves, and the film 
femained available on request from ‘under the 
counter. In both cases the greed for money overrode 
‘ny moral postion. But avarice only delayed their 
‘aptlation to the whims of a few hober-han-thou 
{eumaists and the fm finaly became unavailable 
fomboth stores, The excuse WH Smith seemed to 
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be pandering around for 
their refusal to continue 
selling the firm, was that 
they were originally 
Under the impression that 
Amnesty were involved

In one sense then, the people 
responsible for the Holoceust were the people who 
suffered fromit. Nazism and Communism are bastard 
offsprings of Judaism by Christianity. In more 
traaitional terms, Nazism and Communism are 
Christian heresies just as Christianity is a Jewsh 
heresy; in Dawkins’ terms, Nazism and Communism 
‘are mutations of the vis of Christianity just as 
Civistianity is a mutation of the virus of Judaism 
‘The method of transmission of this viral lineage has
